inemor.'ihie chorus 

When others states reject us, 

This is tlie one tliat always take.s us. 

From that jingling rhyme some 
derive the same "Texas." Certain 
it is thi|t this great new land took 
ill and sheltered many a fugitive 
" who left his country for his coun- 
try's good" That prince of pirates 
Lafitte had sailed away from Gal 
veston ten years before, and his 
thousand freebooters weie scattered 
to the four winds, but crowds of 
■idventurers from all parts of the 
woild were pouring in, with many 
of the bolter clas«, to swell the tide 
of Texas immigration. 

The little band jogged on, and 
tiually reached Iht municipality of 
San Augustine, thee a mere collec- 
tion of rude log huts, wilh one or 
two jidobi^ structures built by Sprn- 
ish missionaries Heri> the preach 
er posted a notice that the Rev 
Henry Stephenson of the Methodist 
denomination would hold a meeting 
in tin* evening. At the hour 
named the house was crowded to 
overflowiuir with rough, desperate 
men, all armed and ready for any 
fun or fr.iy th.-it might arise on sucli 
a novel occasion. The minister 
nave out a hyuin, and it was sung 
with spirit. Then came the text, 
but not another word would ttie 
crowd hear. They hooted and yell- 
ed, shot off their pistols, crowed 
and brayed in deiision.* The 
tumult was deafening Th4> quiet 
little preacher stood his ground 
bravely, thoiiuh in his heart wisii- 
iiiir he were well out of it. With 
difficulty his traveling companion 
forced his way to the front, still 
(vrriying his rifle and a huge knife 
in his licit. The wild cheer that 
broke from the crowd sounded iu 
the ears of the preacher, now 
thoroughly alarmed, like the howls 
of a jiack of Wolves or the yells of 
Indians linniiry ftir scalps. But 
'instead of jumping upon him this 
strange inaii, with restless eyes 
fl'ishing and long black hair stream 
ingover his shoulders, jumped on a 
bench and, thi-owiuif his hat to the 
ground, slmuteil iu a strentorian 
voice; " Men, this mm has come to 
preach to you! You neetl pleach- 
ing to, and I'll be blaukeil if he 
shan't preach to you! The next 
man who disturtrs him sh.ill fight 
me! My name is Jim Bowie!" 

The effect was magical. With 
quiet, respectful attention the rough 
audience listened to the sermon, 
joined heartily m ti e closing hymn, 
and not a few persons came up to 
shake hands wilh the little man 
and apologize for the rough le- 
ceptiou they had given him A 
month later at the first camp meet- 
inir ever held in Texas some of them 
became member.s of the church, 
and in 18H8 the cornerstone of the 
fiist Protestant house of worship /n

The man wlmse tiuu'iy aid proved 
so effective was Colonel James 
Bowie, and the knife in his belt was 
the noted " bowie kuite," given to 
him by hislvrother, Reziii P. Bowie. 
It was made of a large file, strong, 
of admirable tempev, and gave its 
nain(> to a family of terrible weapons 
not yet txlinci Crockett met 
Bowie for the Risi tim»> in the 
Alamo, and he writes in his journal: 
" While we wereconversfng Colonel 
Bowie had occasion to draw his 
famous knife, and I wish I may be 
shot, if the l4are sight of it wasn't 
enough to give a man of a squeamish 
stomach the colic. He »nw I was 



admiring it and said he, 'Colonel, 
you might tickle a fellosv's ribs a 
long time^ with this before you'd 
make him laugh '" 

Brave, generous, determined and 
enterprising, James Bowie sought 
adventure for its hazards, and he 
was naturally amonsr the first to 
take lip arms for Texas indepen- 
dence. Three more desperate men 
were never brought together than 
Travis, Crocket and Bowie, as they 
took their last stand within the walls 
of the Alamo. Sick and helpless in 
bed on that last terrible day, Jim 
Bowie died fighting. As a Mexican 
ran forwaid to kill him he roused 
himself l\v a supreme effort, eaugh; 
his assailant by the hair, plunged 
the fatal knife into his heart and 
fell l)a(!k dead. 

When the story of his death was 
told to his mother in Louisiana, she 
said, "I am sure Jim never died 
with a wound in his back," and. 
with a quiet smile, turned again to 
her household duties. — Excliange.

A colonel in a Southern camp 
overheiird an excited soldier venting 
hi.s rage in furious piofanity. The 
man, redfaced and biu of muscle, 
had been a local bully and law- 
breaker, and when the war broke 
out, he was given his choice to en 
list or serve a term in jail. 

The colonel was about giving an 
order 10 suit his case, when Ihe big 
fellow's arm was touched by a com 
rade, anri a low voi(!<' said, " Please 
.lon't talk like that." 

Wheeling around wilh another 
half-uttered oalli, he saw a red- 
cheeked boy looking into his face 

" I beg your pardon. Little 
Pie»y," he said ; "I didn't know you 
were here," an«l he walked away, 
apparently more abiishod than if an 
fiffieer had sileni^ed him. 

The life of this lad — "Little 
Piety" — in the army was told a gen 
eration ajjo, among the other pa- 
thetic stories of the War of '01 

The fair, delicate youth, bantered 
and pesieied at first. Iiy his fellow- 
privates, became the favoiiie of Imh 
legiment by his brave toodnefs and 
his amiable ways. In the charae 
ter, leliuion was something more 
than an adjective, and the nick 
name the men gave him in jest re- 
mained as his badge of respect and 
affection. 

At a reunion of his regiment not 
loni? ago, the colonel, in his address 
lo liiH few survivlnir comrades, re- 
called many vtiiiish<>d names of the 
old miiiter roll, and said, at last: 
" I wonder il you ate thinking of 
the one member who was nearest 
to all hearts." 

" We know whom 
the men anewered. 
never foruet Little Piety." 

The colonel lepeated the story, 
old, but always welcome, of theii 
fiist great field en^'acament, when 
the slender, younir soldier, detailed 
on rear duty, beuged to be sent to 
the front " with the boys," and 
olitained a reluctant consent; of thi- 
lerritile battle, and the after scenes 
of human waste and death, " Ihe 
sadness of which no life is long en- 
ough to outL'row." 

" On the slope o' .i sleep ridge 
skirting one side of the field lay a 
row of dead and dying men, mowcl 
down in the rush of an heroic 
charge, and near the head of Ihe 
line, with his -vhite, girlish face 
turned up to the sky, we found 
Lit lie Piety. 

" The boys would tmt bury liim 
in the batlle tienuli, but made and 
marked his grave under a live-oak, 
by itsidf, and sang over it the turi" 
he loved, 'Must Jesus bear the 
cross alone?' 

" Several years later I was far 
from home, staying at a city hotel, 
and one day I had a caller, a lar«e, 
well-flrossed and handsome business 
man, who asked me if I remember- 

liiin. I did not. 

" * You remember Little Piety?' 

"'Yes.' 

"'And Iherufflan who joined 
your regiment to keep out of jail, 
and whom the boy rebukeil for 
swearing?' 

" 'Yes ' 

" 'Well, here is what is loft of 
that same rufHan. I went into the 
army a desperado, and come out a 
man, and Little Piety's influence 
opened the way for me to do it.' "

Ronndu Oat Thiriy-One Year* in

After nearly two score years of 
activity Rev. A. W. Mann, mission- 
ary to deaf-mutes, will celerbrate 
the thirty-first anniversary of his 
ordination this week. Rev. Dr. 
Mann was ordained deacon on Jan. 
26, 1887, at (4race Episcopal Cliuich, 
of the which Dr. Washburn, a victim 
of the Ashtabula ilisaster, was then 
reelor. The Church stood then at 
Iluron-rd. and E. 9lh St Bishop 
(iregory T. Bedell oflBciated. He 
was made a priest six years later at 
Philadelphia. 

Rev Mr Maun is the second deaf- 
mute to be ordained in the history 
of the church. He is now the old- 
est deaf-mufe clergyman in the 
world and tlie oldest priest in point 
of service in the diocese of Ohio. 

In the years of his mission work 
he has (iondiu'ted 5,500 services and 
P'M formed more than 100 marriages. 
He has baptized more than 1,000 
and has traveled a million miles to 
cover his field, which embraces tbe 
midwestern states. Ho has estab- 
lished missions from Pittsburg to the 
Mihsouri river. He conducted tbe 
first deaf mute service ever held on 
the Pacific coast, twenty years ago 
at San Francisco. 

To celebrate tbe anniversary 
there will be a social at Grace 
church Saturday evening. Deaf- 
mutes will attend from Canton, 
Akron and other nearby towns, 
there will be a service at. 10:30 
Sunday morning. — Cleveland Plain

The origin of customs is a very 
interestiiiHr study. Many of our 
customs are so old that wo cannot 
trace them, but others we nan. 

For exanifile, shaking hands. 
This is supposeu to have originated 
in the days of chivalry. If two 
kuiuhls joined their right hands, of 
course they wore rendered unable to 
draw and use their swords against 
I'sch other. In this way, sbaking 
hands was a token that they would 
be, for the time, at peace wilh each 
other — friends, and no longer ene- 
mies. 

Lifting the hal is anolliei cii-lom 
that no doubt had a military oriui.n. 
In old times, soldiers wore helmets, 
or iron hats. To remove the hel- 
met, was to put the head at the 
mercy of another — in other words, to 
show trust and confidence iu tbe 
honor of Ihe other party. 

After a while, lo lift tbe hat, 
which was a remnant of the custom 
of removing the helmet, came to 
siKiiIfy somewhat of the same thing 
— a triiHt in the couitisy, thefiiend- 
ship of the person met. Of liourse, 
it is, nowadays, a mere act of for- 
mal politenefs, and may not always 
be intended in its full sense; but 
that is its meaning. "I bare 
head lo you, for you are my 
protected statr to do me any 
jury" 

The Military salute is said 
have originated at tournamentH. 
All the knighls who had ridden, as 
I hey passed the lady who had been 
(diosen Queen of Love and Beauty, 
raised their hand to the eye, as if 
lo shield the siuht from the dazzling 
loveliness of the queen. 

"Ciood-by " is a form of the old 
and fuller expression, "God be 
wilh ye, " as "farewell" is of "fare 
thee well, " and "good morning" of 
"I wish you a good morning." 

Bowing to another is a remnant 
of military days. When one army 
conquered another, the conquerors 
.selected the chiefs of the vanquished 
side, or some of the principal legions 
or regiments, and made them pass 
under a spear laid across two others 
planted In the ground. Bending 
the head is, therefore, a sort of hu- 
miliiy before the perwn bowed to. 
Nowdays, it is a formal act, and 
signifies only deference and polite- 
ness. 

In other countries other modes 
of salutation, and of showing polite- 
ness exist. For instance, in some 
lands, two people meet, drop down 
on iheir knees, and touch their 
noses together I It would be very 
rude to meet a friend and not touch 
your nose lo his ; he would feel 
that 3'ou did not care for him any 
longer. 

In early days, and in Eastern 
lands, persons used to fall down on 
their faces befoie others if they 
wished to show them great respect. 

(Customs are queer things, but it 
is well to observe all propel ones; 
and, if any aire evil, to try and cor- 
rect them.

The Tuberculosis commilt 
the State Charities Aid As.><ociHiiou 
has opened temporary headquarters 
in the Hotel Ten Eyck at All>any, 
with Mr. John A. Kingsbuiy and 
his force of twelve assistants work- 
ing on preparations for the tuber- 
culoisis campaign lo be held in this 
section. At present the force is 
completely occupied in preparations 
for the large public meeting ■ 
is to be held at Harmanus Ble. 
Hall on llieeveiiingof January 27ili. 

This meeiiiig is lo be the formal 
opening of the campagin, which is 
to be waged throughout the State 
by the Stale Charities Aid Associa- 
tion in cooperation with the New 
York Stale Departmeut of Health. 

That this meeting is to be of far 
reaching importance, is evidenced 
by the fact that among Ihe speakers 
on this occasion will be the Hon. 
Joseph II. Choale, recent ly Ara- 
l)a.ssador lo the Ciuirt of St. James, 
and President of the Stale Clmriiies 
Ai<l Association, Gov. Chas E. 
Hughes, Dr. Wm. H. Welch of Johns

Cer- 
tainly we ought t<> be able to 
make deaths from consumption as 
rare as those from diptlteria have 
become -since the Stale Department 
of Health introduced ant" ■ -- 
not as rare as smallpox ^ 
cinaiion »as established.

SI Hale tor Deal Mated. 

In the experience of Dr. Marage, 
as reported to the Paris Academy of 
Medicine, very few deaf- mutes have 
proven absolutely incurable, but of 
the others there are two classes — 
lhf>se who eventually understand 
and speak almost as well as any- 
borly, and those who get no further 
than hearing and understanding 
music. A recent class of pupils 
from 11 to 14 years of age had been 
given a six weeks' course of acoustic 
exercise with the voice siren. By 
Ibis system the teacher avoids fa- 
tigue, and the children bad not 
only acquired the ability to hear 
and understand French, but their 
voices had lost the harshness char- 
acteristic of deaf-mutes.

It is proposed lo create a memorial 
to I he late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.I)., by the erection of a Parish 
Buil(ll^^,' for St. Adb'h Church for 
Dcaf-MuteH. The present Church 
is situated on I48th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some tweuty-five feel back from the 
line of the street to permit (he erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church ediliceand be a center 
of religious anl social life amongst 
the silent i)eoples. Or. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this buiidinj,', which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is sug^'ested as a 
most (itting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of grountl about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a V)a8ement, 
and will be used tor the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount re(iuired for " The Gallau- 
det Memorial Tarish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
Itself, in its position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memoriaU
